Re; 7/lg) ltr: As I recall. Bud's desire for an affidavit nas not so 
tnat ue could nave it end use it but because of distance, so tnst he could nave it 
in toe event tnat it became necessary in tne course of a nearing, in an emergency 
situation. Tnis is but part of a package, fox example, tne SS nas sent tne memo 
n f transfer and other tilings for me, but tee Arcniyes nas been withholding it 
since early February, has not informed me of it, nas refused to answer letters on 
it, he's failed to respond to a request for tne covering letters of al thet has 
been given it for presentation to me (and, naturally, tne letters also). As I 
recall, one of tne possibly significant tnings you said is txnat tne SS tolu tne 
Archives t~ey were no longer answering ny letters, or per asps tn&t tne archives 
noted aaving been told tnis. Tne law is to tne contrary, requiring response and 
responsive response, so tnis whole affair is pert of tne essence of tne suits, 
ail of t..em, and tne need for taem, tne deliberate violation of tne spirit and 
letter of t^e low. However, you appear to have strong feelings about tnis, so I 
am pre pared to forget about it and will so' tell Bud. More detailed information 
than you gave me, assuming your notes contain it, does nave other values, as, for 
example, in tne questioning of Witnesses- end here the source need not be disclosed. 
There may elso be tne need for a basis of sut>penaeing. Some correspondence may be 
immune, but discovery proceedings ora available outside of cottrt, or, rather, 
prior to tne nearing! s) . However, if the Archives found anything less than' accurate 
in the SS letters, tne si~.pL. and direct way was to send a correcting letter, not 
to get one withdrawn, leaving tne inference there was something in t be one they 
wanted leiminated that was not inaccurate but uncomfortable.

And was not (as 1 see it) tae FBI part of 
trie Commission, not only to conduct investigations it was asked to make but those 
it considered necessary? They were not only first in charge but, whenever it suited 
their purposes, they t-ek the initiative.
